POSTMASTER WILLIAMS DEAD 



LONDON, KY., Oct. 14.— The Hou. 
J. T. Williams, Postmaster of this 
city and one of th. pioneers of Lun 

don and Laurel county, died at hla 
of all politics lu nome here Bhort , after midnijnt ^ 
school affair., and In all his address ^ ^ 

directed his attack against the Dem- 
ocratic ring, not the Democratic party i 
In his effective appeal to the Demo-' 
cratlc voters he referred with great 
force to the example of Secretary Taft 
In turning ou and defeating the cor-' 
nipt Republican ring In his own state, 
and his argument that what Is patriot- 
ic on one side of the river is patriotic 
ou the other, met with enthusiastic 
applause. 

Beginning with the passage of the 
lnfamoua Ooebel law, aud the steal- 
ing ot the Taylor-Ooebel election, and 
following the chain ot crime and 
fraud by the ringsters down to tbe 
present day, he proved by the testimo- 
ny of leading Democrats the unfitness 
of the preaent rulers of the state to 
govern, and the deep corruption which 
has stained the state.

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HE evolution of the «windl inp fUM tluriiij* tin 1 last twentv- 
fivc years is very interesting. Twenty-live years apo the 
swindler eked out a precarious existence. Hi* operation* 
were coufined to the shell game, short-change, fake-liet, green 
goods, gold brick and other similar schemes. Usually these 
schemes were worked uj>on country people, and only small 
sums could be obtained. They also lacked another important 
feature of the modern swindler in that there was no pro- 
vision for a defense in court. Swindlers who worked the* 
achemea depended upon avoiding detection, but they could 
no defense to the scheme itself. This was a dangerous and cuiiiIht- 
method of procedure, and during the last decade he has been sup. r- 
by the confidence game or scheme to defraud in its modern form.

When tlua 
is suggested to the promoter, he always statos that the big inoneved 
men are trying to get hold of the stock, but that it is not desired that 
they ahould have it, because they would then come into control of the 
property; and the victim swallows the explanation. 

The awindler usually haa a confederate, to whom he re f era the vic- 
tim who wishea to learn about his standing and integrity : and it seems 
the victim rushes right to this confederate instead of going to bor.k:- 
or business men and making inquiries from people upon whom he could 
rely. Every prospective purchaser should atop" and ask himself the 
question: "Why ia this stock being peddled around in tins mannT? Is 
it possible that a good sufe. investment would be so handled v. hen so 
much money ia lying idle ready for good investments in the hands of 
men who are competent to pass upon the aafety of an investment:' Who 
are the men back of this scheme and what are their antecedents? At what 
banks, or at what established business houses are they known as honest 
conservative men of business l** 



Of course, the swindler haa his plausible answer to all these questions, 
and the victim takca his explanation without making a thorough addition- 
al investigation.

We must have our people firm as the unslutken rock that forms a barrier 
to winds and waves alike. 

The multitude* are dealing in "current opinion." They never 
•cintillate a single atar from the blank heaven of their own minds. Thev 
ask: "What do you think? What is your theory?" and not "What 
•re the facta? What ia the truth <•" Even Pontius Pilate, the most 
striking historical illustration of an unstable mind, could give them 
aaluU lessons. Why, one good lady actually asked me: "What is your 
philosophy of such and such a thing?" mentioning one of the article* 
of our Christian faith. Great heavens, has it come to that? "My 
philoaophy !" My "philosophy" of religion, my "philosophy" of God, 
my "philosophy" of Jesus Christ, my "philosophy" of life and of law. 
"Philosophy!" Never! My "conviction"— convict ion of truth founded 
upon testimony. My religion is not an opinion; it ia not a philosophy; 
it ia a conviction. 

What we want in our citizens are principles of conduct fixed bps* 
religious faith — principles of conduct which will keep men true to their 
ideals anywhere, in Timbuctu aa surely as in Baltimore. Such princi- 
ples as made Moees ready to meet Pharoah. and Klijah ready to meet 
A hah, and the three Hebrew captives ready to meet the lire, and Darnel 
ready to meet the lions.

TREATMENT OF CALF SCOURS. 

Prof. R. 8. Shaw Hvajg His Remedy 
for tha Aliment. 

There are some Interesting things 
In connection with that, for Instance, 
with cajf scours Those side Issues 
are being worked out vory carefully. 
1 might throw out tMa suggestion 
that If you have trouble of that kind 
with calvea. oaa of the best things 
we have u<*od and are using almost 
altogether with which to suppress 
or.*' ■ ■ of calf eeoiirs, la a mixture 
of tincture of rhubarb, camphor and 
oplato, cjual parte In hot water, 
•bout a teaapoonful. One of the moat 
Interesting recoveries I have aver seen 
was about three weeks ago In tho 
case of a mil that scoured and was 
so near death the feet were atretcbed 
out cold and stiff, and there was 
•very symptom of death. The calf 
was treated In that way twice, then 
was fed weith raw eggs and milk occa- 
sionally and he recovered. He was 
the sickest calf I ever saw, so alck 
his balr all cams off after a week or 
ten days, but he Is one of the beat 
leeders we have la the bunch to-day. 



AN ICE HOUSst FOR FARM. 

When Planning It, Be Sura and Don't 
Get It Too Small. 

The fnrmer In planning hit Ice 
house should not make the mistake 
In building too small, especially If he 
lives In my locality, excepting the 
ex i nine northern states It Is not so 
much a question of how much Ice he 
needa for family use, but how much 
is going to wsste and whether It will 
last through the hot season until cool 
weather arrives again. A large block 
or Ice will last much longer relatively 
than one homcwhat smaller. Fifteen 
feet situate on the outside should be 
shout the slue to build an Ice bouse 
lor the farm. Allowing 1H feet for 
the space between the two walls and 
the space between the Inner wall and 
the ice, this will give a block of Ice 
12 feet square, and If It la 12 feet high 
It will contain theoretically 62 Urns, 
hut In practice not more than 40 to 
4S tons, according to how eloaely It 
Is laid The less of lea from melting 
Is very great In all ordinary Ice 
houses, and especially Is this true 
»h«re It Is taken out dally In such 
small pieces as Is usually the case. 

The house ahould be built above 
ground and If It can be placed where 
It will be protected from the noon 
day sua by shade trees. It will be 
found to be of advantage, says the 
Orange Judd Fanner A low cost Ice 
homo, can be built with ordinary 
lumber and by any one handy with 
tools The essentials to be observed 
are: First, drainage below 
illation above, second, a 
tight (oundstlou. Warm air rises and 
If a current of warm air gels started 
through the lee It will cause quick 
meltin; Third, a reasonably double 
wsll aurrounding the ice on sides and 
top 

The foundation should be made' of 
brick, i nnrrete or stone masonry, and 
In which sills 2iS should be bedded 
In cement On this erect 2aR studding 
24 laches apart. Oo the Inside for 
the Inner wull V» loch sheathing mate- 
rial may he used of almost any kind 
of lumber Some durable wood la 
to be preferred, aa these boards are 
apt to decay quickly Kor tho out 
aide good aovelty siding may be used. 
It should he. free from knotholes and 
cracks The rafters should be 2(4, with 
sheathing on the underside. It is Im 
portant to have air space between 
shingles and sheathing beneath the 
rafters, aa everyone knows how hot It 
gets under a barn roof In summer The 
space between the two walls on the 
four sides may be left amply If the 
outer Incloaur* Is very tight, as a dead 
air spurs Is one of the best nonconduc- 
tors Hut it will not be a dead air 
space If there are boles or cracks In 
the siding, but the air will circulate 
and prove of little value aa a noo- M 
due tor 

If thr ground on which the bona* Is 
situated Is of a giavelly. porous aa- 
ture, no provision need be

Tha k*e on tha pond should be 
worked eot carefully and the blocks 
made of uuMoim dimensions In lay- 
ing, the joint* should bo broken and 
a space of 8 to 12 Inches should be 
left between tbe Ice and the wall. This 
may be filled wltb straw, the sumo 
material being used to cover over tbe 
top of tbn ice after the bouse Is filled. 
The house should be painted wblte. 

An ice bouse 16 feet square and lz 
high will require approximately the 
following sruounts of lumber: 26 
pieces I by K Inches by 12 foet.elgbt 
pieces 1 bv $ Inches by IS feet. 14 
pieces 2 hy < inches by 10 feet. 720 
feet sheathing. 8 50 feet aiding, »00 feet 
shingles. It will cost at present prices 
of lumber shout $»u. Independent of 
tbe foundation.

Prepare a syrup with tluee pimmls of Miliar, three ounces of K'"K*" r rough 
ly broiseii ami tier! up in a piece of muslin, the jiliM of one iiixl thinly 
pared rirul of half a lemon and one nnd a half pint* <>f « tier liiis H\rup 
•hould he pretty thck l.t\ in the apple and boil it all together till it 
jellies, removing the ginger and the lemon peel at last. 

An af>ple and orange salad is also a very nice and little known w:iv of 
using apples. Sliee the oranges, and removing skin and wraping OS the 
pulp into a IkiwI, mix with the slices some apples out into ipuirter* or 
eighths. Pill plenty of sugar in hetween eaeh layer anil ni\ well IM this 
b- made alout an hour liefore you need to tine it It is a nice dish, for 
Hie oranges j,<ive a very delicate flavor to the apples, and hoth will go 
eery well together. 

Cakes Get Stuck — Very often cakes stick to the tin, and it i« dithonlt 
to get them out without breaking the cake. Wring out a cloth in cold 
water ami draw it around the sides and Indium of the tin. Leave it for 
Ave minutes, theu tip it up, and the cuke Hill alip from the tin without 
breaking. 

Kitchen Aprons. An excellent kitchen apron is made of unbleached 
■liislin. This is superior to the ginghams and seersuckers more generally 
nsed. for the reason that it can lie thoroughly boiled and thus MaMMMH 
of |*»wil>le microl)ea. A few washings give it a snowy whiteness, which 
adils very much to the daintiness of the cook's appearance. 

A Good Cleaning Fluid. A cleaning fluid for men's clothes that the 
housewife will find valuable consists of one pint of lien/.ine. one. half drachm 

•f sulphuric ether e half drachm of chloroform and one drachm of alco 

hoi If it is saved for cleaning oat collars and outside garments, apply 
with an old piece of soft black silk. For neck lien— and it can l>e used on 
light-colored ones as well as black- apply with a piece of white ajjk. In 
washing soiled Mack gixsla put a tahl~spoonful in a gallon of warm water; 
twenty live ceuts will buy a ipiart of the mixture of thedruggist. 

If a lamp lie overturned, remember that water will only spread the 
lames carried by the burning oil. The right plan ia to confine the area of 
the fire and to smother the flames by throwiug down sand, garden mold or 
four as rapidly as possible. 

A new lamp w ick should be soaked in vinegar. If it ia done there 
will be neither smell nor smoke, and a much brighter light will be given 

Scorched Pieces — If a piece is scorched by the use of too hot an iron 
dip it in soapsuds, theu hang in sun for several hours Should several 
repetitions of this treatment fail to remove the in»rk. substitute aaaturated 
Solution of Ixnax for the suds, and hang in nun as before.

UNIFORM LIQUOR LAW URGED. 



Kentucky Distiller* and Wholeaalere 
National Campaign. 



LBwMiMBj Ky.— The campaign for a 
uniform Hquwr license law In all the 
state* of the union, which waa advised 
at the last convention of the National 
Wbole<*B4e Dealers' aanociatioQ, was 
launched at a Joint meeting of the Ken- 
lucky Distillers' ssasoclsvtiou and tho 
Kentucky Wholesale Liquor Dealers' 
association. The main points of the 
uniform license law called for in the 
address to be sent to all the various 
legislatures are as follows: 

"1. All licenses now outstanding 
should be made permanent unless can- 
celed by a vote of the majority of the 
cltixens of a state, county, precinct or 
municipality. These llceascs should 
be transferable from one to another 
the came as any other property as 
transferred. 

"t. No license should be Issued In 
tbe future until the proportion be- 
comes not more than one for each 500 
of population. 

"3. A Ueense should yield a good 
annual return to the government, but 
it should not be exceaslwe."
